An Analysis of Janesville City Government 


Examinations 
Made and Report 
Prepared 
for the 
Janesville

INTRODUCTION 


The following analysis of the functioning of the depart- 


ments of the city of Janesv'dle is based upon a two weeks' 
study. Such records were consulted as could be secured with- 
out raising undue suspicion among city officials, that an inves- 
tigation was under way and interviews were had with many of 
the officials covering the work they were doing and the meth- 
ods used. Detailed analysis of records was impossible inside 
the limitations, but enough was made to be certain that the 
findings are based upon actual conditions. The report devotes 
special attention to bringing out planning and methods that 
are responsible for waste in large amounts. The time or lim- 
itations did not permit the detection, of minor 
inefficiencies 


which unquestionably must exist from the general "don't 
care" attitude of the department heads coupled with ignor- 
ance and peanut politics. 


The outstanding impression given by the city government 


is that Janesville has "government by complaint." That is, 
nothing is corrected unless someone complains; nuisances ex- 
ist undisturbed unless complaint is filed; work is done, pur- 
chases made in wasteful, happy-go-lucky fashion unless some- 
one raises sufficient Cain touring about a change. This is ap- 
parent throughout except in the office of the City Clerk who 
is doing much constructive work under the handicap of insuffi- 
cient help, inadequate equipment, the thinly veiled hostility 
and the general inertia of the city officials. 


ORGANIZATION 


' No space will be devoted to detailed description' of the 


organization prescribed by the city charter and by the simi- 
lar state-wide charter that will supersede it on January 1st, 
1922, but attention should be called to the serious shortcom- 
ings of both charters that are fundamentally responsible for 
the conditions found in Janes\?ille. 


• The charter- does not properly' classify under any one of 
the generally accepted types of charter. It is neither "fish, 
flesh, fowl nor good red herring." It violates fundamentals 
in'that there is no real separation of the legislative^and exec- 
utive branches. The legislative executes and the "executive 
legislates. Either branch can claim credit for things well 
done and dodge blame formistakes. It is a fine piece of ma- 
chinery for the exercise of that good old army game of 
"passing the buck." Responsibility is not and cannot be 


fixed. Such a condition leads inevitably to waste and ineffi- 
ciency besides discouraging and disgusting the conscientious 
citizen who makes an effort to bring order and business 
methods into the operation of public affairs. 


Briefly, the legislative power is vested in a Council elected 


by wards and a Mayor who exercises the power of veto. In 
addition the Board of Health appointed by the Mayor and 
the Board of Public Works, largely ex-ofi'icio, have some 
legislative power. The executive power exists in the Coun.-- 
cil who appoint the Street Commissioner, City Engineer, 
etc., the Mayor who appoints the Fire and Police Commis- 
sion and the Board of Health, sits on the Board of Public 
Works, etc., a City Clerk, Comptroller, Treasurer and City 
Attorney. The Council, Mayor, 'City Clerk, Comptroller, 
Treasurer and City Attorney are all elected by the people. 


The Mayor has really very little power or authority under 


the charter, the Council having nearly' full control of all op- 
erating departments except fire, police, and health. Admin- 
istrative authority is scattered and confused. It is well nigh 
impossible for a citizen to fix responsibility and in some 
cases it'is very difficult for a department head to know who 
is really his boss. For instance, the City Engineer is appoint- 
ed by council and does part of his work directly for the coun- 
cil and part for the Board of Public Works of which he is a 
member. He is subject to orders from the Council, Council 
Committees, the Mayor and the Board of Public Works.. It 
is too much to expect that an able and ambitious official will 
work under such ' conditions. This case is typical of , the 
snarled up condition. 


Purchasing is done by the City Clerk, a Council Commit- 


tee and department heads. The police and fire departments' 
are'responsible to the Council Committees, the Mayor and 
the Fire and Police Commission. Effective results can never 
be expected from such an organization. 


A city government exists primarily for the purpose of ren- 


dering: "service, i e, getting things done. It is necessary to 
have some means of determining what services the citizens 
want rendered, what things they want their city govern- 
ment to do and how much they are willing to spend .to get 
them done. As it is impractical to register, the attention and 
get the decision of all the citizens for the many details that' 
must be>decided, the expedient is used of having the people- 
select representatives who act for them'. This constitutes 
the legislative branch of government. The members are (in 
theory) chosen for their ability to represent the opinio" of

brothers. The process of loss is slow, 
but sure, granting that Mercury once 
had an atmosphere,' and this wo may 
believe, for the genesis and develop- 
ment of ail the planets must have been 
very .similar. 


.If it- is true that the planet's revo- 


lution and rotation are of "equal peri- 
•od, then the same face of Mercury is 
always turned toward the sun, and -it 
must be baked to a. high temperature, 
while tho other side is always dark 
and-, extremely cold.- Atmosphere and 
.clouds would tend to minimize rays of 
the sun and acting as a blanket to 
lessen the radiation loss when the sun 
Is not shining.

the United States is more than a^tnatch for rats 
and mice.

This is no slight compliment. Generally speak- 


ing, -the rats and mice have 'the run of the earth 
and live on the bounty ol man.' despite all he can 
do to-prevent it. The facts about the damage' 
done by rats and mice, and the rate.at which 
they increase, as ascertained" by the learned pro- 
fessors o£ the Biological. Survey, have been-pub- 
lished before, But It Is necessary here to state 
them again so that you will be sure to appreicate- 
the importance of this subject. 


Be It known then that vats and mice 'in this 


country every year desti-oy property valued at 
$200,000,000 and that an'arrriy-oC 200,000 men 
may be considered as 'employed solely .in sup- 
porting these little household and garden pests. 
The common brown rat breeds six to -ten times 
a year and a pair of rats in three" years would 
have 35D.70'9,4S2 descendants if all the children 
lived and did well. The wonder is that there Js 
room on earth for anything except rats. 


The .government reqently found that several 


parts of Its premises in and about Washington 
were rapidly approaching a condition -in which 
the rats'were the main thing and the govern- 
mental activities incidental and somewhat un- 
prosperous. The most conspicuous of these places 
was the National Zoo. There were a great many 
more rats in the zoo than all other animals com- 
bined, and the rats probably ate ..a great deal 
more o£ the expensive food doled out than did 
all. the other inmates. Visitors in the zoo could 
see rats at any time, iiud in the; evening they 
could observe them extensively. The vats frolick- 
ed about the walks in large family parties, going 
from one cncios.ure to another sampling the dif- 
ferent kinds of food. 
They paid no attention at 


all to visitors, and if a rock.was-thrown at them 
they registered resentment rather than fright. 
• • * * * 


All zoos -are wont to' be rat-infested., and it 


should be said that the "Washington 7,00 was not as 
bad as most oE them, but it. was bad enough. The, 
trouble with killing vats in a zoo is that it poison) 
Is used, other animals are sure to eat it, while 
with traps there is more or less danger to them. 
In the Washington zoo the trouble is increased 
by 'the fact that scitiirrels, rabbits, guinea fowls 
and turkeys voam-the.grounds at large. 


The zoo officials, therefore let the rats more or 


less alone, but after a while the zoo became in- 
adequate for 'their suppoi't'and they began invad- 
ing the residences which fringe it on all sides.

It is impossible to tell in most cases just \vhat.it is- proposed •

It is fundeme'ntal in a proper budget that 'there -be .first

Such detailed appropriations enable the comptroller (city 
clerk) to see that the money :is spent ag intended and no 
variations from the appropriations as made should be al- 
lowed except 'on' authorization of a transfer of funds or ad- 
ditional appropriation by the Council.

Such criticised expenditures as the repair of the Mayor's 


j automobile, etc., would be brought into the light of public 
knowledge before the expense had been incurred.

The City- Clerk has done everything possible to keep ade-' 


quate record of actual expense by a careful classification of 
accounts and by the installation of 'a simple and workable 
accounting 'system, i His records are in excellent shape, but 
he is handicapped in exercising proper control by the faulty, 
appropriation bill.

Any officer who incurs expense exceeding the appropria- 


tion or for which no appropriation has been made SHOULD 
BE PROMPTLY REMOVED FROM OFFICE. • Should ad- 
ditional expense be necessary, he should appear before the 
Council and secure the necessary additional appropriation.

A careful estimate of anticipated revenue'should-be made 


and the -total appropriation should be kept within _this 
amount. If additional -appropriations .are' made, provision 


. should 'be made, at the same time for providing the neces- 


• sary funds. • In this way overdrafts and deficits can be 


either prevented- or at, least brought, definitely before the 
public for their judgment of the necessity. It is under- 
stood that the\ operating deficit for this year, (in all de- 
partments) will be over §100.000. This may have been nec- 
essary. but the public should have been informed of the 
necessity before and not aftervthe expense was incurred. - 


The City Clerk ,has no wayXat present for accurately 


knowing what obligations have been incurred by the de- 
partments and it is well nigh impossible to provide him 
with this isforjnation until all purchasing is centralized 
somewhere. Proper procedure' would be that no order 'for 


' supplies, materials or equipment is sent out until the Clerk 


has certified thereon that funds are available for paying 
the bill and has entered the amount. of the order upon his 
books" as an incumbrance against the fund to be released 
when the invoice is paid. 


To secure. proper financial control the budget should, be 


'made detailed arid definite and the City Clerk' should

A word as to the office of the City Treasurer 'might not 


be amiss. Theresas always been a tendency to make this 
office- of greater importance than it really -is.' A§"a/ matter , 
of fact, the Treasurer's duties arc purely ministerial. He 
can pay out no money except on the authorization of others. 
He collects and must account for money due the city ac- 
cording to law. The funds of the city are deposited in banks 
on the basis of an. annual contract authorized by Council 
and the Treasurer has little of any. discretion/in the mat- 
ter. He occupies a purely clerical position and does noth- - 
ing that a bank cannot do. He is now elected. by the peo- , 
pie and paid nearly as much as .the .Clerk-Comptroller, who 
has -many, times 'the work and responsibility. . It would be 
well to abolish" this as a separate office-, and -either consoli- 
-date with the Clerk-Comptroller or hire a local bank. to act 
as City Treasurer.' .

medical science -as lefirosy.

the world. No race is Immune. It is-estimated 
that thero'are now something like 3,000,000 cases 


• the world over, most'of them in China. In Bible 
' times the .disease was regarded' as hereditary. 
' 
-At least oVie Instance is recorded in. the Bible 


In-whlch it was.pronounced as a curse on.an evil- 
doer and-on his children after him. 
This per- 


' haps .accounts for the belief prevalent to this day 


that it may-be transmitted from parents to chil- 
dren 
Modern Investigators say. however, that it . 


• is not hereditary. .When children ot leprous par-.- 


• cuts in Hawaii and the-Philippines are taken from 
'.them they rarely develop the disease; where lep- 
' rosy docs occur, among such children there are 


evidences in most cases that it ^resulted from 
contact 
Lepers arc frequently spo.ken- of jn the 


Bible as unelean. Hence the disease has. been . 
generally regarded even in modern times as grow- 


••ing out of immorality.. Yet, though modern lep-

as leprosy then, medical authorities assure us 
that it'is"'not related in any way to diseases 
brought on by vicious habits.

a tight joint or by the gasket having Tjeea accidentally omitted entirely. 
These gaskets flatten out in use and lose their yielding nature, makUK 


'•their renewal rather frequently r.ecessary and coarse, grit on. the gasket 


will often ma^e it leak. Leakage through ,the plug itselt is usually caused 
by a -worn out gasket between the core and. tho shell or by the packing 
nut that .compresses the jacket, not being tight enough. When tha 
atonal part of the porcelain is found covered with, oil it Isf evidence 
that the plug is not tight and it oil, squirted around the base of the plug 
Bhell 'is seen to bubble, when the engine is running,, considerable eakago 
ls\occufrinS. Such delects, if bad ecou'gh, cause disagreeable • Dipping 
sounds' and create air leaks, which make the cylinders affected mtsnra 
at low throttle, thus preventing regular idling and smooth running at 
very slow speeds. Priming cocks'with faulty valves and valve caps not 
properly seated on their gaskets are objectionable" in the same way.

In 
brackets cast Jr. the upper cranlt- 
casa section and. if these bearings 
aro worn Jooso, tho 'bushings will 
havo to lie driven out and replaced 
with now ones obtained from the 
factory, which will probably have 
to bo reamed to nt the shaft. ' To 
remove tha shaft the .radiator and 
tlmlns-sear cover arc'removed and 
,tho thrust collar on tlio shaft, at 
tho center bearlr.s, loosened, when 
tho shaft can ba drawn out, for- 
ward, after tho valves are removed 
to free tho push-rods. 
Unless the 


engine is practically disassembled, 
ws fear that it would be impossible 
to drive out tho .cam-shaft bush- 
Ings and fit the now ones. This job 
'Is one which would be difficult to 
perform without1 a good shop equip- 
ment and considerable mechanical 
Ekill and, as It involves tearing 


• down, tho or.glne almost complete- 


ly. It should be deferred, If possible, 
until a general.overhauling is ,un- 
dertaKon.

that your oil maintains a sufficient 
body, even when th'e engine is-hot. 
Knocks from irregular combustion 
are more noticeable when charges 
are hot and when 'a rich mixture 
Is used. 
Possibly, thinning your 


mixture would be beneficial.

youi; circulating water_ gets so_hot 
as 
as to boll away rather rapidly, 
lOverheaUns is/very likely ,occur- 
Ing but If it does not boil, we 
doub't'if the system is any too hot. 
Of course, If there is anything 
about tho cylinders capable of 
causing prelgnltion, it -will show 
up especially when tho engine is 
heated:
